I should have more info on the banner situation in the next day or two. I'll call you soon. Also, regarding the AIDS

closure. Their goal is to get approximately 3,000 cyclists into Fairfax H.S. from West Hollywood. It appears as if they will 
come from Santa Monica Blvd, and go south down Ogden Dr into the high school. There's a traffic signal at the 
intersection, and we are going to work with LAPD and DOT to make sure an officer is there to help monitor the 
intersection.
